BERLIN (AP) — It is Christ­ 
mas time in Berlin, and it is bit­ 
ter cold. For the die idee’ city's 
residents, there is a chill in 
their hearts.

In the interim, the East Berlin 
regime of Walter Ulbricht has 
used the wall to put unrelenting 
pressure on the isolated West 
Berliners to make them give in 
to Communist demands.

arate entity from West Ger­ 
many. Mayor Klaus Sehuetz and 
his city administration cannot 
accept this. So. the East Ger­ 
mans remain adamant and the 
people remain cut off even at 
Christmas. 
At Christmas 1965. almost one 
million West Berliners poured 
through the wall to set* friends 
and relatives and to visit their 
dead. There can be no doubt 
that as many or more would go 
this year. 
A few lucky West Berliners 
will be able to go. They are the 
ones who got so-called hardship 
passes for special family events 
that for them fall at Christmas. 
There are about 7.000 of these 
passes a month.

Now we are being 
bombarded on TV with the 
a d v a n t a g e s of no-aspirin 
medicines 
for headache and 
indigestion. No one 
explains 
why. WUl you?’’ 
Aspirin, 
or 
acetylsalicylic 
acid, is truly an excellent drug 
which can be used effectively 
and inexpensively for a variety 
of complaints. 
This 
fine 
drug, 
however, 
cannot be used in safety by 
persons 
who 
have 
certain 
medical conditions. It is for 
these specific conditions that no­ 
aspirin medicines have been 
developed. They are designed to 
retain all the original benefits 
without any hazard due to the 
aspirin. 
It is a well-established fact 
that aspirin in any form or 
amount should not be taken by 
anyone who has or has had a 
peptic ulcer of the stomach or 
the 
small 
intestine 
(duo­ 
denum). Even those with a 
history of a completely healed 
ulcer should not invite un­ 
necessary problems by using 
aspirin. 
The reason is that this drug 
can be irritating to the delicate 
lining of the entire intestinal 
tract. Persons who have in­ 
flammation of the esophagus, a 
hiatus hernia, gastritis or some 
forms of colitis should avoid 
aspirin. 
People who are known to have 
some types of bleeding tendency 
must also avoid aspirin. It is 
for a related reason that aspirin 
in any form is not used for 
several weeks after the removal 
of tonsils or following most 
types of surgery. 
Patients who are taking blood- 
thinning drugs are advised not 
to use aspirin because aspirin 
tends to further reduce the 
blood clotting mechanism.

wisdom in finding out from your 
doctor if you fall into any one 
of the classifications that might 
forbid the use of this drug.

Elm er Taylor, associate reg­ 
ional m anager of the General 
Accounting Office in Cincinnati, 
said the audit, which began in 
February 1967 now is being re­ 
viewed in Washington. Taylor 
would not comment on the ten­ 
tative results of the audit and 
gave no date for final release 
of the audit information. 
Title I started in 1966, pro­ 
vides funds to schools who ap­ 
ply 
through 
the 
state.

money is to be used to advance 
the elem entary and secondary 
education of children in lower 
income brackets. 
The schools 
may

gram s, according to Dr. Martin 
Essex, Ohio superintendent of 
public education.

coming to Circleville to live 
near what would now be East 
Franklin Street.

Little Christmas Decorating Done 
Before 1953 In Downtown Circleville

There 
were 
times 
when 
Christmas was not so bright in 
Circleville. The streets of the 
downtown area looked much the 
sam e during the holidays as 
they did the rest of the year. 
Lights 
and 
garlands 
that 
adorn the business every year 
were first put up in 1953, when 
local merchants and industries 
were organized by George Fish- 
paw, proprietor of the Hamilton 
Store. 
Prior to this, however, little 
decorating was accomplished on 
a city-wide basis. Several at­ 
tempts 
were 
made 
by 
the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
to 
coordinated decorations for the 
business 
district 
with 
con­ 
tributions from retailers. 
Christmas trees were bought 
and 
distributed, 
which 
were 
placed on flag poles in front 
of each business to be lighted 
and decorated by the merchant. 
Though it was an attractive 
arrangem ent, 
difficulties 
in 
providing 
electricity, 
damage 
and loss to trimmings and lack 
of time and 
interest 
among 
shopkeepers 
arose, 
so 
this 
tradition faded out. 
* * • 
IN 1949, large white plastic 
signs 
decorated 
with 
Santa 
faces, 
bells 
and 
Christmas 
trees, were purchased through 
the 
Chamber 
and 
given 
to 
m erchants to erect on light 
poles along Court and Main. 
The ornaments could be lighted 
by a bulb placed inside, adding 
a cherry holiday air to the 
downtown 
area. 
They, 
too. 
gradually faded from use. 
One of the few decorations 
during the depression was a 
Christmas tree placed in front 
of the Court House flag pole. 
St. Nick would take a position 


there each year, distributing 
bags of candy to children of 
the poor. 
F o r 
several 
years 
the 
brightest spot in town was the 
old First National Bank building 
on Court and Main Streets. The 
old clock, already a highpoint 
in the town, and the entire 
building 
were 
adorned 
with 
garlands 
of 
red 
and 
green, 
bringing a festive air to the 
streets. 
In 1953, Fishpaw created a 
Christmas 
decorating 
com­ 
mittee 
of 
local 
merchants.

Its holiday finery 
is the combined project of the 
J a y c e e s , General Electric, 
county electors and Du Pont.

downtown decorations. Santa’s

Through the years, the ways 
of celebrating Christmas have 
taken on many different forms.

rather than nature’s own fir, 
spruce or pine. The glow of tiny 
beeswax candles on a tree is 
only a memory, replaced now 
by strings of twinkling electric 
lights.

the 
Christmas 
season. 
Today,

Santa Claus, but it is interesting 
to ponder just where the jolly 
old gent got his start, and it 
might be surprising to learn 
that it wasn’t really the North 
Pole. 
The name Santa Claus, itself, 
is an American derivation of 
the name St. Nicholas, an early 
fourth century bishop in Asia 
Minor, according to the editors 
o f 
the 
Encyclopedia 
In­ 
ternational. 
Santa was first brought to this 
country by the early Dutch 
settlers, who called him Sin 
terklaas. These Dutch burghers 
portrayed him as a merry old 
man, sometimes even with a 
wife they called Molly Grietje 
Santa also looked a little 
different then, and he wore a 
wide-brimmed black hat, short 
Dutch breeches, and smoked 
long clay pipe. 
Later, the British brought 
their own Father Christmas to 
America — a happy, rolypoly 
Falstaffian figure. 
Inevitably, 
Sinterklaas 
and 
Father Christmas became one. 
Add to this the Norwegian’s 
Kriss Kringle, with his sleigh 
and reindeer, and the picture 
is nearly complete. 
It was finally the task of 
American artists and writers to 
create an image of Santa Claus 
such 
as 
we 
know 
today. 
W a s h i n g t o n Irving, among 
others, 
contributed 
to 
the 
concept of Santa as a jolly 
holiday figure, while Clement 
Moore, in his famous “Visit 
from St. Nicholas" (“ 'Twas tire

added to the concept.

Gregorian calendar, instituted 
by Pope Gregory 200 years 
before. This meant 13 days had 
to be skipped, so Christmas was 


moved up to Dec. 2!j from its 
former date, Jan. 7. 
Some branches of the Eastern 
Orthodox Church still haven’t 
adopted the new calendar. The
